The speech before the C ivic Forum 
in New York Wednesday night Is first

week he will start on a short tour of

Three

Other stops may be ar­ 
ranged later.

the week beginning March 31 
Colonel Roosevelt w ill go into New 
England 
Speeches are to be made in 
Huston and Concord, N. TI., with possi­ 
bly one in 
Portland, 
M e. although 
Colonel Roosevelt doubted whether he 
would he able to go to Maine before 
the primaries are held. A trip to P h il­ 
adelphia und Newark is to be made 
during the week of April 7. 


Managers W orking on Itineraries 


None of the speaking dates has been 
definitely fixed. 
The Roosevelt cam­ 
paign managers are at work upou the 
itineraries, which probably w ill not be 
completed for several days. 
C’olone! Roosevelt during his talk 
with the newspaper men alluded to 
reports that misleading information in 
regard to the campaign was being dis­ 
seminated 
in news 
dispatches. 
He 
said some of his supporters had told 
him that in certain news rei>orts the 
facts regarding the relative strength 
of the Taft and Roosevelt forces had 
been misrepresented. 
Form er Senator Beveridge, he said,

to Sn,600,OOO, while cotton mill opec 
atives will receive an advance of 
000,000. 
Fu lly 27.r.,000 operatives will share 
In the raises by Apr!I I, if all the mills* 
which have not yet joined in the move­ 
ment fo licw the lead of larger con­ 
cerns. 
Announcements already made 
of contemplated advances affect up­ 
ward of 200,000 mill workers, while 
other cotton manufacturers have indi­ 
cated 
an 
intention of equaling the 
wage advance, but have given no deb 
nlte announcement. 
The 
New 
Bedford 
manufacturers’ 
offer of a 5 per cent increase will he 
acted on early this week by the textile 
council, which recently presented a 
demand for a raise of IO per cent. A l­ 
though there is a division of opinion 
among the opt ratives many are said 
to favor accepting the manufacturers’ 
offer and reviving their demand for 
5 per cent more when business im­ 
proves.
